GERMAN SAYS HAWAIL 


WEAK NAVAL BASE.

great mistake’ in concentrating & 
strong naval force in the Pacific 
Ocean,” said Count Reventiow, the 


noted naval expert, today. “To con- 
centrate the Pacific fleet with its base 
at Honolulu, as has been proposed, or 
any other place, accessible to Japanese 
attack, is to incur the risk of losing it 
by exposing it to the possible contin- 
gency of encountering Japan's entire 
navy. 

“A long time must elapse before 
America would be suffictently strong 
td meet the Asiatic power on even 
terms. The wise policy would be to 
keep the warships temporarily in re- 
serve, suffering thereby the posstble 
loses of the Philippines. but forcing 
Japan to face the continua! menace of 
America’s still powerful reserve fleet” 

In response to the suggestion that 
national prestige might not admit the 
passive surrender of the Philippine 
archipelago, he continued: “The loss. 
of the Philippines would be less dam- 


aging than the loss of the warships, 


which would cripple the hation’s mili- 


tary power and force tt to carry on

Pugh Desircs a Sweepstakes 
Cup for Competition.

Local yachtemen have been  ~pre- 

paring an elaborate racing and cruis- 
ing schedule for the coming sailing 
season, and in addition to the usual 
local events there is to be the Santa 
Barbara race week in August. The 
yachts probably will leave San Pe- 
dro on a Saturday, so as to allow 
Sunday and Monday for the slower 
craft to make the passage 
As the course to Santa Barbara is 
chiefly to windward, the smaller craft 
will require some time to do the dis- 
tance, and the racing probably will 
not begin till Tuesday. Then there 
will be three days racing for cups to 
be given by the Santa Parbara peo- 
ple. It is said that these prizes will 
be of a value proportionate to the 
number of veesels which attend, and 
it is suggested that if there be a 
general turn-out of the Los Angeles 
contingent the cups will be worth 
taking away. 
Joseph T. Pugh, the owner of the 
racing sloop of Gardner design, called 
the Monsoon, has proposed that there 
shall be a sweepstakes cup put up by 
the owners of the leading racing craft 
which shall go up from here to com- 
pete; or, if the sweep be not general, 
that there be a $50 cup put up by the 
respective owners of Mischief II and 
Monsoon. This proposal is made for 
the purpose of making things inter- 
esting for all parties on the long sail 
up the coast. 

Although the Mischief IT has al- 
most invariably been the winner § in 
local short races in comparatively 
smooth water, she did not win in the 
long race of June 11, last year, around 
Catalina Island, in which all the 
yachts got caught In a gale at night 
and received hard usage.

USE AND SYMPTOM. 

In an _ interesting interview 
printed in the Evening News, Presi- 
dent Ripley of the Santa Fé Railroad 
declares that President Roosevelt 
“started the brush fires” which pro- 
duced the recent slump in Wal! street, 
and is the responsible cause of the 
tumbling prices. 

Well, if this were true, what? 

The losses in Wall street were 
borne - mostly by stock ‘ambiers. 
What one of these gamblers lost was 
won by another gambler. It is re- 
ported \that one distinguished rail- 
road president made a profit of $15,- 
000,000 from the slump by being on 
the bear side. 

But we think Mr. Ripley mistakes 
symptom for cause. President Roose- 
velt’s campaign for investigation and 
regulation of railroads was the symp- 
tom. The cause was public dissatis- 
faction. The public had become tired 
of paying tolls on watered railroad 
stocks and had determined that there 
must be fair play for all shippers. 
President Roosevelt's activity was the 
symptom of deep public feeling. The 
President did not start the fires; the 
fires started him. 


E COY CANDIDATE. 

It is surely “going some” when 
the boosters of the Fairbanks boom 
gravely announce that the “outburst 
of sentiment” carefully programmed 
by them at Chicago was “so unex- 
pected” that it embarrassed the can- 
didate and “overawed” him. Mr. 
Fairbanks is an excellent gentlemen,

One of these Philadeiphia busi- 
ness men says: “We are having the 
most prosperous times this or any 
other country has ever known, and so 
long as our factories are working 
overtime and all our crops are bump- 
ers, no person need worry about the 
ups and downs of Wal! street.” 

At Pittsburgh the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce said: “The lit- 
tile flurry in Wall street is not felt 
here, except in the local stock market, 
and as a rule Pittsburgh business men 
and manufacturers are not directly in- 
terested in the stock market to any 
great extent.” 

At Chicago there is expressed more 
or less misgivings, but this expression 
comes for the most part from those 
interested in speculative stocks. James 
H. Eccles, the Comptroller of the 
Currency in the last Cleveland ad- 
ministration, and now at the head of 
one of the leading banks of the West, 
sald: “Another great winter wheat 
crop is assured, the railroads have 
more traffic than they can handle, 
and, even if Wall street is panicky, 
everything is serene out here.” 

Business men in Milwaukee said: 
“The present conditions in. Wall street 
have absolutely no effect upon our 
business. We do not watch Wall 
street at all. We watch only the 
wholesale and manufacturing dis- 
tricts. Wall-street speculators do not 
seem to affect the wholesale or manu- 
facturing industries.” 

At Denver the president of the 
Chamber: of ; Commerce declared: 
“Wall street's present condition is 
not felt here. Denver is too far away, 
and its industrial corporations are 
unaffected.” 

The view at St. Paul is to the fol- 
lowing effect: “The Northwest can 
get along without Wall street. This 
break is not a sign of hard times. 
On the contrary, the greatest pre- 
server of prosperity is a flush public 
that keeps out of the stock market.” 

Business men at Cincinnati said: 
“Cincinnati does business on her own

At Baltimore, another city close to 
the center of disturbance, even the 
members of the Stock Exchange spoke 
like this: “The securities dealt in 
here are all of local and southern 
concerns, and the panicky conditions 
in New York have no refiex In Balti- 

The president of the Chamber of 
Commerce in Minneapolis and the 
bankers in that city say the panic 
on Wall street had ne effect on busi- 
ness in Minneapolis. 

At Loutsville the leading financial 
men said: “The Wall-street panic is 
not felt locally.” 

The business world in the United 
States has been occupied very ac- 
tively in legitimate industrial move- 
ments. The public has been out of 
the stock market for a long time. 
There is active demand for money 
at high rates of interest for legiti- 
mate purposes everywhere. When 
such conditions prevail there is al- 
ways much less temptation to go into 
stock speculations. In Europe, 
where interest rates are lower than 
in America, and where there are a 
great many estates whose capital is 
used not, directly in industrial in- 
vestments, there is always a great 
mass of people with a large aggre-| 
gate sum of money taking a hand in 
the stock market. Of course, when 
stocks had been so high as they had 
ruled for some time past, and a slump 
like that of last week comes, these 
people are apparently hit very harg 
for the time being. On the other 
hand, the quick recovery of the New 
York market will restore confidence, 
even among these German and Eng- 
lish speculators.

GREAT SMOKE, LITTLE FIRE. 


Exciting Blaze Breaks Out on Spring 
Street, but Loss is Under 
Thousand Dollars. 


A fire that caused little damage, but 
created considerable excitement, broke 
out last night shortly after 7 o'clock in 
the printing establishment of the W. P. 
Jeffries Company, in the rear of the 
Mueller building, No. 129 South Spring 
street. 

It was promptly controlled by the use 
of the chemical wagons, and did not 
spread beyond the south half of the 
typesetting room. Jeffries last night es- 
timated his loss as under $1000, covered 
by insurance. The greatest damage was 
to a stock of about 4,000 envelopes. 
and to a file of job work tags, 
which are td a printing shop what pre- 
scriptions are to a druggist. 

The cause of the fire is supposed to 
be crossed electric light wires. Where 
the main feed wire in the building raa 
along a beam, the fire was heaviest, 
and the envelopes, which were stacked 
against a wall, were burned from the 
top down. Spontaneous combustion 
was suggested, but yesterday morning’ 
all the rubbish was removed. More- 
over, Jeffries looked over the office at 


6 o'clock. and said after the fire that 
there was no litter on the floor. 

The fire sent up clouds of biack 
smoke, and many people in the front 


part of the building were greatly 
alarmed, su nme that the dre was 
much more gerous than it turned 
out to be.

LITERARY. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, March %4.—Dr. Joseph 
Parker's successor at the City Temple, 
the Rev. Reginald John Campbell, has 
just achieved an astonishing literary 
feat. His recent sermons, expounding 
what has come to be called “The New 
Theology,” were so much in accord 
with modern scientific views and so 
little in accord with the old dogmas 
that they made a sensation. The news- 
papers were filled with the subject, 
and a deal was cabled to America 
about it. Every clergyman thundered 
back at Mr. Campbell, and “Constant 
Reader” outdid himself In writing let- 
ters to every available editor in more 
or less violent criticism of “The New 
Theology.” 

Four weeks ago it was to 
Mr. Campbell that it would a good 
plan to write a book on the subject, 
giving a correct statement of his 
view as a whole instead of ta 
any part in the controversy that ha 
been aroused. The conversation con- 
cerning this book as told to me by 
one who took part in it was character - 
istic of Mr. Campbell. 

My friend saw him by appointment 
at the City Temple. Mr. Campbell was 
closeted with some other olergymen, 


organizing some kind of a “New The- 
ology”™’ campaign. He came outside say- 
ing he could spare just two minutes. 
The suggestion was d before him in 
about twenty words. “That is a good 
plan,” said Mr. Campbell ,tersely. ‘‘The 
terms are satisfactory; I 


will do it.” 
“But it ought to be done at the 
moment.”’ 
was the answer. “I

start on my vacation a week hence; I 
was going to write another book during

The publishing man left with the 
impression that Mr. Campbell did not 
expect to be taken literally, and turned 
up two days later with the contract 
speci that 70,000 words should be 
completed in four weeks, with the ex- 
pectation that a considerable modifica- 
tion would be required. Not a bit of it. 
The clergyman swept his eye down 
through the contract, it and 
said “Good day” again, before the other 
man hardly knew what had happened. 

Exactly fourteen days later the pub- 
lisher received from Mr. Campbell's re- 
treat down in Cornwall the first half 
of the book, and seven days later he 
received the second half, typewritten, 
revised, corrected, complete in every de- 
tail, exactly one week ahead of time. 

The book is to be published about the 
middie of March. I have seen some of 
the manuscript and found in it no in- 
dication of the fact that the book had 
been written in three weeks. It is a 
lucid, clean-cut and carefully-reasoned
